On the bleak Mojave desert in California, 
scientists are erecting a giant radio receiver 
set. It will have a great revolving system of 
antennas. 

It isn't Moscow or Vienna or the Antarctic 
they are wishful to tune on. They want a clear 
record of sounds that. hiss into 
the loud-speaker all night 
long from the heart of one of 
the great star clusters. 

The particular star cluster 
from which the sounds come 
is 120 sextillion miles away 
in space. If you are not quite 
clear what 120 sextillions are, 
figures may hélp. They are 
written thus; 120,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000 miles. 

The sounds may be signals 
from some remote world, vastly greater than 
ours, and peopled with beings more knowledg- 
ful than we, Or they may indicate some phys- 
ical phenomena, unfolding secrets of the uni- 
verse beyond the power of the largest of our 
telescopes. . 

How much we have yet to learn about our 
own world and its peculiarities. A week ago 
Sunday I attended with an enormous crowd at 
the Eucharist ceremonies in Stanley Park, Van- 
couver 

A special altar had been built near the 
water of First Narrows, so that the scene was 
backed by a moving scene of great ships enter- 
ing and leaving the port, and by the majestic, 
snow-capped mountain range of the Northern 
Cordillera. Cardinal Villeneuve, the Papal dele- 
gate, and a host of visiting bishops and church 
dignitaries were there, clad in gorgeous vest- 
ments. There were Knights of Columbus with 
drawn swords and plumes and an immense 
concourse of the faithful, clad in white 

Prayers had been offered for fine weather. 
Yet, despite the sacred purpose of the gather- 
ing and the great power of the clergy in divine 
persuasion, no sooner had the proceedings be- 
gun than a peal of thunder shook the heavens 
and a deluge of rain came that lasted an hour 
and a half. Unmoved by the elements the faith- 
ful knelt, while spectators engaged in a be- 
draggled route for shelter. 

What a boon it would be, not merely to pic- 
nickers and celebrants, but specially to voyayers 
farmers, if we had definite and inerrant 
control over the weather, or could make safe 
predictions well in advance of events. Then 
crops could be sown to suit the weather, with 
an assurance of being harvested.

Beyond any question of a doubt, the prob- 
lem of high blood pressure is steadily becom- 
ing more important and in fact the abnormal 
rise in blood pressure which is so common 
might well be called “Public Enemy No, 1.” 

High blood pressure in itself may exist for 
many years without produc- 
ing a single symptom pro- 
nounced enough to ,warn the 
patient of his impending dan- 
ger and during the early 
stages is not dangerous to 
life. However, when persis- 
tent over a long period, it 
usually is accompanied by 
hardening of the arteries and 
in the hardening process, the 
delicate blood vessels of the 
kidneys, brain or heart may 
bear the brunt of the burden. Because of this 
fact, the high blood pressure which began so 
secretly, may start the process which causes 
life itself to cease 

The public as a whole is aware of the rela- 
tionship between high blood pressure and 
what is popularly called a “stroke,” and recog- 
nizes the danger from that source; but it is not 
so well informed about the influence of high 
blood pressure upon deaths from heart failure 
For example, although the newspapers keep 
telling you that heart failure is the greatest 
single cause of death in the civilized world, 
they do not tell you that about 55 per cent. of 
those deaths were the end result of a high 
blood pressure which thrust too heavy a load 
upon the heart. In other words, the most com- 
mon type of heart trouble met with in general 
practice is the result of a heart strain imposed 
because the blood pressure has been persis- 
tently high over a period of 12 to 20 years 

Therefore, if you wish to keep your heart 
strong and healthy, protect this vital organ by 
keeping your blood pressure down ‘ 

One of the truly remarkable things about 
high blood pressure is the total lack of symp- 
toms in the early stages. During the time that 
the blood pressure is slowly going up, the pa- 
tient is usually absolutely free from pronouncec 
symptoms. Therefore, in any patient with an 
alarmingly high blood pressure together with 
noticeable symptoms, it reasonable to sup- 
pose that it has taken from 12 to 20 years to 
produce that condition. Certainly, the causes 
which brought about the rise in pressure, prob- 
ably started at least 10 years back. High blood 
pressure is not produced overnight, but repre- 
sents a final consequence of a way of living 
which is not produced overnight, but represents 
a final consequence of a way of living which is 
not good, and which has been followed for 
many years 

By blood pressure is meant the pressure of 
the blood on the walls of the arteries, and in- 
asmuch as that pressure usually does not in- 
crease very much above the normal until the 
age of 40 is passed, high blood pressure chiefly 
affects the latter half of life. 

High blood pressure, as a manifestation of 
a rise of pressure within the arterial wall, can 
not be considered as though it were the result 
of a single cause. The blood pressure is main- 
tained by many factors working together; for 
example, the force of the heart must be in- 
cluded, also the volume of blood, and the state 
of the walls of the arteries themselves. These 
walls are influenced by emotional factors and 
also by toxic factors. Thus a toxic blood stream 
will cause the walls of the arteries to become 
irritated. They respond by tensing up, thus 
losing a part of their normal elasticity with the 
result that a greater force is needed to push 
the blood through them. When that force is 
increased, the blood pressure goes up.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Martha T. asks: “How can 
one prepare a palatable sauce for green yeas 
without discarding the juice, and without mak- 
ing a ‘wrong’ combination?” 

ANSWER: A palatable sauce can be made 
by adding cream and butter to the desired 
amount of juice and thickening with little dex- 
trinized or roasted flour. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Fred B. asks: “What vege- 
tables may be eaten at the same meal, and what 
does the word ‘protein’ megan?” 

ANSWER: All non-starchy vegetables may 
be mixed together at the same meal. A protein 
is a certain complex combination of carbon, 
lydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen, with a larger 
amount of nitrogen than found in most other 
foods. Some foods containing a large amount 
of protein are meat, fish, eggs, nuts and cheese. 

QUESTION: Miss Mary R. writes: “A recent 
urinalysis shows the reaction is elkaline I 
have been eating only vegetables.” 

ANSWER: An alkaline reaction frequently 
results if the patient stays on a strict vegetable 
diet. It is probably of no significance. You do 
not tell me why you are restricted to vegetables. 
As a general rule, I do not prescribe a continued 
vegetable diet for any length of time and sug- 
gest that the patient add meat to the vegetanles. 
The meat will provide protein needed in the 
body to repair muscular tissue lost through 
wear and tear. You would not get sufficient 
protein from vegetables alone 

QUESTION: M. L. writes: “My doctor tells 
me that the itching of the skin which gives me 
so much trouble is pruritus. What will help?” 

ANSWER: All forms of pruritus are accom- 
panied by an intense burning or itching. The 
application of external remedies may prove 
soothing, but I find that permanent relief de- 
pends upon overcoming constipation and upon 
the use of an eliminative regimen. Send for

TO SAVE ITS EMPLOYEES! 

Evidence given by Sir Herbert 
Holt before a government com- 
missioner at Ottawa discloses the 
fact that an investment of $590,- 
000 in the common stock of a tar- 
iff-protected textile compa in 
1905, has, from 1908 onward, pro- 
duced dividends which have 
creased from 50 per cent per an- 
num to 150 per cent per annum, 
These have to date amounted to 
nearly $15,000,000, or thirty times 
the original investment. In addi- 
tion to this, the value of the 
$500,000 of stock has appreciated 


to $10,000,000. And, after paying 
its dividends, the company had 
$5 825,000 in accumulated undis- 


tributed profits at the end of its 
fiscal year 1935 

These truly amazing figures— 
the figures of the Dominion Tex- 
tile Company which produces 
more than all others of its kind 
in Canada—are of particular in 
terest in view of the agitation for 
higher textile tariffs, more ade- 
quate “protection,” over a long 
periofl of years. The managing di 


rector of tpis very company 
wrote to the late Hon, James 
Robb, finance minister, in con- 


nection with his budget changes 
in 1928: “On the face of things

Textile Company wrote in 1928. 
What the “‘extile Company did, 
however, was to pay $750,000 of 
dividends on the original $500,- 
000 common stock in 1928, $660,- 
000 in 1929, and $750,000 every 
year since, except in 1934 when 
the dividend was down to $600,- 
000 or “only” 120 per cent per 
annum. The same executive who 
wrote the letter of protest against 
tariff reductions which is cited 
above had admitted before a gov- 
ernment inquiry in 1919 that his 
company had made 291 per cent 
in the final war-year.—Toronto 
Star

KNOWN AS “CHARLIE” 


Just how Mr. Ross, whose name 
was James, came to be known as 
“Charlie” is not known, but 
throughout Alberta and in many 


parts of Manitoba and Ontario he 
was familiarly known as “Charlie.” 

He was born at Toronto, Ont., in 
1851, and at 23 years turned his | 
step toward the great west In ;
